MR. BOWMAN'S LETTER. 


The letter of Hon. 8S. Z. Bowman ac- 
cepting the Republican nomination for 
Congress in this District has been pub- 
lished. We commend its careful perusal 
to the voters of this District, especially 
to those super-excellent civil service re- 
form gentlemen who made such opposi- 
tion to his nomination, and have been 
talking of a bolt since, Possibly after 
reading the letter with minds open to 
conviction they may conclude that Mr. 
Bowman isn’t such a terrible fellow 
after all. The document has an honest 
ring to it. It caters to nobody’s whims 
and was evidently uot written to “catch 
votes.” It is an honest declaration of 
priuciples; the writer's political plat- 
form; and we do not see how if can be 
objected to by any true Republican. 
After thauking the Committee for the 
houvr bestowed, and devoting some re- 
marks to the tariff, Mr. Bowman lays 
down the following as his civil service 
creed: 


In regard to my attitude concerning the 
question of civil service reform there is no 
need of any evasions, concealments or mis- 
understanding, either as to the past or tu- 
ture. Concerning these questions I have 
ever, iu precept, principle or practice, 
been opposed to a true civil service reform, 
and to the doctrine that those men shonld 
be appointed to office who are the best fitted 
practically to perform the duties of that 
office, and who can best serve the interests 
of the Government, preference being given, 
in accordance with the present law and with 
what I am sure is also public opinion, to the 
soldiers and sailors of the country, provided 
they are equally well qualified. I believe 
ina fair, square, honest, plain, practical 
test for candidates for office, by which, 
without exclusive regard to literary, scho- 
fastic or educational attainments, those men 
shall be chosen who are the best practical 
experts in the particular business which 
they are to perform, and the best fitted 
practically to do that business. On this 
ereed or platform T have always stood and 
propose to stand, It has been charged that 
J aim an advocate of whatis popularly called 
** the spoils system,” the general interpre- 
tativa of which term iu the public” mind is 
that the offices must be filled by politicians 
whose sole or principle qualification is their 
ability to carry caucuses and perform politi- 
eal work. ‘That have been such an udvo- 
cate, or ever in word, act or deed favored 
euch asystem, F boldly and unhesitatingly 
deny, and such @ statement is neither in ac- 
cordance with my reeord or my words. I, 
early in my Congressioual Jife, announced 
my principles concerning recommending 
men tor appolutments, and that as to indors- 
ing recommendations of applicants, L would 
not do so unless they were recommended to 
me by wellknown und reliable citizens as 
lonest and duimpetent, and I believed them 
to be such. Brom this principle LT have 
never devi , and, in all the twelve years 
or my publig life, To am not aware that I 
have ever fidorsed the petition or recom- 
mended the appointwent of any man to any 
State of uational office without inquiring 
into hig record and obtaining satistactory 
evidence that he was worthy and qualified 
for the position, both intellectually aud mor- 
ally. Tmay have made mistakes and been 
deceived, but it a gratification to me to be- 
lieve that nu unworthy man fias ever yet 
been appointed to office on wi¥ recommen- 
dation. I lave indeed felt it preyilege 
if I could occasivvally help a p¥or man— 
perhaps a soldier or sailor—worthy, capable 
and with a dependent tauwily, toward work, 
and that is all have cared fur patronage, 
and I have not used jt for any personal or 

litical motives whatever. Few have any 
dea of the pathetic and pitiful appeals for 
work and help constantly made to one in 
official position by men in want, by old 
suldiers and suilors, by widows with depen- 
dent children and by children with depen- 
dent parents, appeals to which he cannot 
respond, aud he would be grateful for any 
means or apy law which would relieve hiu 
therefrom. One thing is certain, however 
wreat the benefit from civil service reform 
in regard to appointments to the people, to 
the Goveroment and to the applicants for 
office, to no one will it be so great a benefit 
and su great a relief and blessing as to 
members of Congress and others in ofticial 
positions. There is nothing in my past rec- 
ord or convictions, expressed or otherwise, 
which prevents my standing squarely upon 
the platform adopted eo recently at Worces- 
ter hy the Republican State Convention, and 
reaffirmed by the Congyessional Convention 
of this District. The provision therein, 
that ‘appointments shall be made only 
upoo impartial, practical tests of the fitness 
of the applicants, giving due preference to 
persons disabled in the wilitary or naval 
service of the country,” and the other pro- 
visions, are pot only in accordance with the 
views which I have always held, but, when 
properly formulated iuto law, will receive 
my earnest support in the endeavor to have 
them engrafted upon the legislation of the 
country. This legislation in regard to the 
method of appointments with Lave a good 
effect in all respects, but I do not sympa- 
thize with the widespread and sweeping de- 
nunciation of the civil service of the Gov- 
ernment. I claim to have some knawledge 
of the civil service of this country, and & 
unhesitatingly assert that, taken as a whole, 
it is fully yp to the standard, not only of 
the civil service of any other country, but 
of the similar service in any private branch 
of business or employment. 


George Heywood, Esq., of Concord, is 
now serving bis third term as a member 
of the Governor's Council. ‘The usages 
of the party were waived by the Kepub- 
lican convention last year to give him, 
at hig earnest request, a third pomina- 
tion, and when they had done that and 
elected him they felt that they had dealt 
by him liberally, and also that he was 
iu duty bound te keep his pledge to re- 
tire voluntarily at the end of his third 
term, ‘Ihe Kepublicans of the Sixth 
Councillor District still hold to that 


tisk at their hands a fourth nomination 
Many of his warmest personal friends 
coincide With this view of the case and 
will oppose him at the approaching con- 
vention on that ground. 

But, notwithstanding his “promise of 
last year, Mr. Heywood is again an as- 
pirant and will be a candidate before 
the convention. Hon. Jacob Emerson, 
Jr., of Methuen is also a candidate, with 
the chances for a nomination strongly in 
his favor. So far as we have been able 
to learn the Republicans of the Distriet 
have quite generally settled down to the 
conviction that Mr. Emerson is the man 
wanted for Councillor this year, and they 
propose to give him the place.

THOSE PETITIONS. 


When a couple of weeks ago or so 
Hon. Leopold Morse was appealed to by 
the Democracy of this District to stand 
again for Congress he turned the matter 
over in his mind and concluded he 
wouldn’t take it. He gave quite a num- 
ber of reasons for declining the honor, 
chief among which was that he had all 
he wanted of Congress, and that private 
interests demanded more of his time and 
attention than he had been able to give 
them during his somewhat lengthy and 
tolerably brilliant congressional career. 
It was a very pretty and plausible letter 
that he wrote for publication, and by a 
good many believed to be honest. 

But the Democracy knew better all the 
time. They held a convention, made no 
nomination, and adjourned for a week. 
This was done to afford an opportunity 
to work up a boom among the “Inde- 
pendents” and arrange matters so satisfac- 
torily that Mr. Morse could easily be in- 
duced to reconsider his decision and ac- 
cept of a nomination. 

He was csen and the plan submitted 
for his consideration. It struck him fav- 
orably. The conferences resulted in this: 
Mr. Morse agreed to accept the nomina- 
tion providing the committee would 
bring a list of fifteen hundred Republi- 
can names solemnly pledged to vote for 
him at the polls, nothing short of which 
would induce him to stand. Tho exhib- 
ition of such a list was the condition, 
and the only one, on which he would 
permit the use of his name in the con- 
vention. 

This is not a very favorable showing 
for the integrity of Mr. Morse. Two 
weeks ago his private affairs and surfeit 
of public life would not admit of his ac- 
cepting a nomination: a week later ho 
promises to accept under certain circum- 
stances, namely, the pledge of fifteen 
hundred Republicans to yote for his 
election. In other words, when there 
was no possible hope of his election he 
declined to run on the plea of the re- 
quirements of his private business: later, 
when from a movement among the “In- 
dependents” success seems reasonably 
certain, “Barkis is williu’.” Briefly, Mr. 
Morse says: if you can assure me success 
at the polls I’ll stand; if you can’t, I 
decline the honor for private reasons. 
What sort of a man do you call that, 
fellow Republicans? 

Full of faith in the promises of the 
“Independents” and confidence in their 
ability to secure the fifteen hundred 
names demanded by Mr. Morse as a con- 

dition of his acceptance the convention 
reassembled and nominated him. Im- 
mediately following the adjournment 
missionaries were dispatched into the 
cities, towns, villages, hamlets, highways, 
byways and hedges of the District for 
those names, and the amount of button- 
holing and horse-shedding that has been 
done by them in the last week is truly 
astonishing. 

But the names we are informed come 
in terribly slow, and Mr. Morse will 
probably have another opportunity to 
decline.

It is encouraging to see that the Re- 
publicans of Woburn are thoroughly or- 
ganizing for the campaign.

THE ELECTION. 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


The election in this State last Tuesday 
did not go just as the Republicans hoped 
it might, and rather expected it would. 
Indeed, it was a great surprise to many 
of them, and a disagreeable one besides. 
To be sure it was not nearly as bad as 
it might have been, though worse than 
we wish it was. Gen. Butler was elected 
by a large majority, but the Republicans 
elected their Lieutenant Governor and 
every other candidate on the State 
ticket. The Legislature too will be 
largely Republican in both branches, and 
the Republican county tickets have been 
generally successful. In the matter of 
Congressmen the Republicans were struck 
pretty hard. We grieve to say that good 
Dea. Converse was beaten by Lovering 
in the Sixth District, which is a blow: 
Morse with his well stuffed money-bags 
won a victory over Bowman in the Fifth: 
Candler, the stalwart, was defeated by 
the rich and genteel Palmer in the 
Ninth. 

The Republicans beat themselves on 
Governor and in the three Congressional 
Districts where they lost ‘their candi 
dates. The real Democratic vote 
measured by Bowertnan’s, their Lieuten- 
ant Governor, was nothing to boast of, 


or anything to pin future hopes on. 
The Democratic party is in a discour- 
aging minority in the State, and will 


probably remain so for a good many 
yoars to come. 

We safely set the number of reasons 
left at his office for the defeat of Bishop 
at fifty. Every man has a reason, and 
it is different from the other man’s. The 
reason which the JoURNAL gives is, that 
Bishop didn’t get votes enough to carry 
him safely through. Why he didn’t get 
votes enough was owing to the fact that 
Butler took them away from him. 
Bishop is a good man, but not great—too 
good for ordinary political purposes 
Somehow you can’t get the masses to 
enthuse much over these very, very good 
men, and almost always the rollicking, 
reckless, jolly, but not very good sort of 


fellows, like Butler, throw them every 
clinch. But the Republicans elected 
Butler, and defeated Dea. Converse, 


Bowman and Candler. 
The State will not sink 
be destroyed. As the Herald said a few 
days since, “Butler won’t run away 
with the State House, nor swallow 
Bunker Hill Monument.” These are 
safe, for if he was the kind of a man 
to pocket the Commonwealth and clear 


under it, or 


out with it he couldn’t do it with all 
his Republican official surroundings. 
But he will not try it. There is one 


thing about it all, if those nice Repub- 

licans who are answerable for his elec- 

tion can stand him the rest of us can. 
NEW YORK. 

We mention the New York election 
with sorrow. President Arthur was 
beaten last Tuesday by about 150,000 
majority. The Democrats there are 
triumphant, and it is said Blaine is 
happy. It was a great and sore defeat 
which the Republicans experienced in 
the Empire State on Tuesday. But so 
long as it clearly means a Republican 
victory in 1884 we will not mourn as 
one without hope. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The Keystone State was carried by 
the Democrats by an overwhelming ma- 
jority for Governor. They made a gain 
of several Congressmen, and have a 
fair show for the Legislature. Last 
Tuesday was a very cold day for the 
Camerons, and showed what family 
quarrels are able to do for parties. 


ILLINOIS. 


The Republicans carried the Sucker 
State by 20,000 majority, 


THE SOUTH.

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The Granite State is about the only 
green spot in sight. Hale, the Republi- 
can candidate for Governor, is elected 
by a small majority.

Colorado, Democratic. Connecticut, 
Democratic majority nearly 3000. Cleve- 
land’s majority in New York is 175,000. 
Robeson was defeated in New Jersey— 
Legislature Democratic. California, the 
Democrats swept the board, have 5000 
majority, and elect all their Congress- 
men but one. A Democratic Governor 
and six Democratic Congressmen elected 
in Michigan. Iowa, Republican. Nevada, 
Democratic. Nebraska, mixed. Minne- 
sota, Republean. Indiana, 10,000 Demo- 
cratic majority. Wisconsin, about half- 
and-half. Virginia, very much mixed. 
Delaware, Democratic. Kansas, St. Johu 
defeated, other Republicans elected. 

This is as far as we have any heart 
to go. 


WHAT MONEY WILL DO. 


The effect of Leopold Morse’s money 
is plainly seen in the returns. That he 
used a good deal of it improperly there is 
the very best reason for believing. His 
hard cash flowed into the towns of the 
Fifth District without stint, and his large 
majority is due entirely to its use—not 
for legitimate expenses, but for improper 
purposes, Woburn is a fair sample of 
the effect of Mr. Morse’s money. Several 
of his salesmen spent Tuesday in the 
saloons of this town, boasting of the 
amount of cash they were supplied with 
and paying it out with generous and 
lavish hand for Morse. One of his 
strikers offered a Republican ballot- 
distributor fifty dollars to have with- 
drawn a certain ticket from the field. 
These men had any quantity of money 
and they bought here and elsewhere 
Morse’s election with it, If the Republi- 
eans who yoted for him doubt these 
statements let them investigate the 
subject and their doubts will be removed. 


IT 18 OVER. 


we suspect, who took an act- 
ive part in the political campaign just 
closed, or any interest in the result of 
it, regrets that the contest is ended. 
Defeated candidates perhaps do not en- 
joy it, but the people at large are glad 
to get through with the job and return 
to their private pursuits. Political cam- 
paigns throw individuals and communi- 
ties out of gear and produce a condition 
of things in no way conducive to mental 
and spiritual repose. There is no real 
enjoyment in excitement though some 
people mistake it for “solid comfort,” 
while the anxiety which we feel for our 
favorite candidates subjects the mind 
and body to a wear and tear that is not 
pleasant or profitable to the individual. 

The campaign which closed on Tues- 
day night was nota particularly exciting 
one, and yet there was enough of it to 
keep parties, and especially the leaders 
of parties, in a state of unrest, and very 
few if any, were so indifferent to the 
result as not to share that feeling to 
some extent. So, our conclusion is, 
that both parties and everybody, which 
we suppose includes the “ independents,” 
rejoice that the battle has been fought, 
and that the sum total of casualties is 
no larger. 


MR. HAYDEN. 


The wisdom of the Republicans in 
nominating E. D. Hayden, Esq., for a 
fourth consecutive term in the General 
Court was fully demonstrated by the 
vote on Tuesday, It is our opinion that 
no other member of the party would 
have pulled so strong as he did. Taking 
the general average Mr. Hayden ran 
largely ahead of his ticket, showing that 
there must haye been in the neighbor- 
hood of a hundred Democrats who

OG A good many papers in this Com- 
monwealth are just at present discussing 
the Senatorial question, and they are 
not all of one accord about it. Senator 
Hoar’s term expires on the 4th of March 
next, and his successor is to be chosen 
by the Legislature that sits the coming 
winter. Mr. Hoar wants a re-election, 
and quite a number of the journals now 
canvassing the matter, believing him the 
best representative that the State could 
have in the upper branch of the National 
Legislature, support his claims and ad- 
vocate his cause. But he will not find 
the way back into the Senate entirely 
free from obstructions. There is a good 
deal of opposition to his re-election in 
the State, and some tolerably strong 
arguments are brought out to show that 
he is not fully worthy of it. Some of 
the Boston papers are laboring hard for 
him. Heavy and lengthy leaders appear 
daily in his behalf. On the other hand, 
there are equally able journals who 
think, or pretend to, that Mr. Hoar has 
“ outlived his usefulness,” and if he is 
not willing to retire voluntarily, they 
propose to see what can be done about 
it. 

There is a party down at Hingham 
who is suspected of having his eye on 
Mr. Hoar’s seat, and it is hinted that 
considerable pipe-laying is being done to 
compass his election. Gov. Long is that 
party. Heis ashrewd, keen, long-headed 
politician, and if he has really set his 
heart on the place we should consider 
Mr. Hoar’s chances rather slim. It is 
talked quite freely that Gov. Butler will 
. throw his influence, and his quite numer- 
ous Democratic friends in the Legisla- 
ture their votes for Gov. Long as against 
Mr. Hoar, and if there is considerable 
truth in such statement it 1s more than 
likely that our present Governor and 
Congressman-elect from the Second Dis- 
triat will be chosen our next United 
States Senator. Gov. Butler cherishes 
a strong antipathy towards our excellent 
Senator and it would be totally unlike 
him if he did not use his best endeavors 
to bring about his defeat. He will have 
a good deal of plucky Democratic back- 
ing in the House and Senate and if the 
fight should settle down between Gov. 
Long and Mr. Hoar, and Gov. Butler and 
his friends should side with the former, 
it would not require any special gifts of 
prophecy to fortell the result.

Drought and Prayer in 


1676. 


William Hubbard of Ipswich, Mass., in 
his ‘' History of the Indian Wars,” printed 
in 1677, gives the following quaint story of 
a drought in Connecticut in August, 1677. 
The writer of the narrative wae Mr. Fitch, 
the minister of Norwich ;— 

* Concerning the drought: the true Nar- 
rative of the Providence is this: in August 
last, such was the Want of Rain that the 
Indian Corn was not only dried and parched 
up, but the Apple Trees Withered, the Fruit 
and Leaves fell off as in autumn and some 
Trees seemed to be Dead with the Drought: 
the Indians came in town and did Lament 
their Want of Rain and that their Pawawes 
could get none in their Way of Worship, de- 
siring me that I would seek to God for 
Rain; I appointed a Fast-day for that Pur- 
pose. The day being come, it proved a 
clear Day without any Clouds until nigh 
Sun-setting, when we came from the Meet- 
ing, and then some Cloude arose, the next 
Day remaining cloudy, then Vncas with 
many Indians came to my home. Vncas 
lamented there was such want of Rain; I 
asked whether if God would send ua rain, 
he would not attribute it to the Pawawes. 
He answered, No, for they had done their 
Uttermost, and all in Vain; I replied, if you 
will declare it before all these Indians you 
shall see what God will do for us; For al- 
though this year he hath shown his anger 
against the English, and not only against 
the Indians, yet he hath begun to save us; 
andI have found by Experience twice in 
the like case, where we sought him by Fast- 
ing and Prayer he hath given us Rain and 
never denied us. Then Vncas made a great 
Speech to the Indians (which were many) 
confessing that if God should send Rain, it 
could not be ascribed to their Pawawing, 
but must be acknowledged to be answer to 
our Prayers. ‘This day the Clouds spread 
and the next Day there was sucha 
Plenty of Rain that our River rose more 
than two Foot in Height.”

ser contained a timely 
torial last week, which has given rise to 
considerable discussion in business cir- 
cles. The Advertiser writes in favor of 
an application for a city charter being 
made to the next Legislature, and gives 
good and substantial reasons why such 
a step should be taken. 

We heartily agree with our 
in this matter, because it is believed 
that the interests of Woburn would be 
greatly enhanced by changing its form 
of government from that of a town to a 
city. It is urged by a few in opposition 
that such a change would involve 
larger cost for doing the publie business 
than at present, but think not. In 
many respects our government now does 
not differ from a city government. Ex- 
cept in name it has a City Clerk, a 
Road Commissioner, a Board of Health, 
a Police, Department with Chief, Collec 
tor, Treasurer, Auditing Committee and 
other Departments, all of which are 
conducted almost precisely, and with 
about the same expense, as they would 
be under a charter. The salary of a 
Mayor would be next to nothing, and 
Boards of Aldermen and Councilmen 
always in small cities serve without pay.
